Mission- 
aries tell how that an event taking place on 
the coast of Africa is known in a few 
hours, away back in the jungles, being com- 
municated like lightning, from lip to lip. 
So, we now find that an aged priest, in the 
fastnesses of Midian, has received reports 
from time to time of Israel’s desert wand- 
erings. The name of this priest was Jethro. 
He was the father of Moses’ wife. During 
the arduous travels in the wilderness Mo- 
ses had trusted the keeping of his wife and 
her two children to father Jethro. 

Like all original peoples, the Midianites 
once had the true light of God, and Jethro, 
the priest father-in-law of Moses, was an 
anointed servant of the Most High. As the 
aged Jethro approached the great camp of 
Israel, no doubt there came over him a 
feeling of real pride as he contemplated the 
successful leadership of his illustrious son- 
in-law.

The greatest human problem before the 
Church is the child. The greatest opportu- 
nity is the child; the greatest field for ser- 
vice is the child, therefore, the Sunday 
School is the hope of the nation. The whole 
Church ought to be the Sunday School and 
the Sunday School, composed of the entire 
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membership of the Church, ought to be the 
instrument through which the Church is 
reaching the unsaved child. 

The most difficult age with which we are 
dealing, is the adolescent age. The young 
people in the eighth, ninth and tenth grades 
of the public school, the junior high school, 
the high school, the junior college, and the 
university pupils constitute the field that 
ought to be intensively cultivated. To hold 
the high school and the junior college pupils 
and keep them interested in the things that 
are spiritual and worthwhile, is the great- 
est task now before the Church. 


Twenty odd million boys and girls from 
the minimum to the maximum age are out- 
side of the Sunday School. They are in the 
public schools, colleges and universities, but 
they are not receiving Christian and Biblical 
education. Some of these young people, so 
far as the influences surrounding them are 
concerned, are pagans. A very dangerous 
percentage are being taught a philosophy 
antagonistic to Christianity and to the 
spiritual life. The Sunday School must be 
made interesting and compelling enough to 
counteract these influences. 

The difficulty confronting the Church is 
one of securing competent teachers. Or 
course, the first prerequisite is that the per- 
son should be redeemed, a born again per- 
son, but piety alone is not a qualification 
for teaching. A thorough knowledge of the 
Bible, a workable and working knowledge 
of the Bible is essential. Ability to teach, 
pedagogical knowledge and the aptitude to 
teach are also essential qualifications. Com- 
mon sense, tact, a knowledge of humanity, 
natural ability to handle people, and es- 
pecially to handle and direct children, is re- 
quired. This ability may be inherent, but i+ 
certainly needs development, training and 
the dominating power of the Holy Spirit. 
Grace, gray matter, grit, graciousness an: 
a Godward consciousness are absolutely es- 
sential to the work of a successful Sunday 
School teacher. 

There is another fact that should be kept 
before us; namely, that the Sunday School 
is the Church’s Bible School and Bible In- 
stitute and Bible College. Therefore, all the 
members of the Church should be in the 
Sunday School, in the Bible classes and in 
the Bible work of the Church. The Sunday 
School should not be conducted on Sunday 
only. The Bible school should be conducted 
every day in the week. There should be 
classes every day and every night if you 
can secure teachers enough and if you have 
equipment enough. 

There is another fact that should be kept 
before the Church; namely, the Sunday 
School is absolutely essential as a field or 
an instrument in which or through which 
to work and thus develop the talent of the 
Church. The Sunday School is also a door 
through which to go out into the unsaved 
world and reach the boy and girl who is 
without religious training.

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SOLVING THE YOUTH PROBLEM 
(Continued from page 1.) 

It is on this yreat fact we have builded 
our branch Sunduy School here in the North- 
west. We faced cne following facts: 

1. It is the Church’s business to evangel- 
ize the world. 

2. It is the Church’s business to keep its 
members busy working at the business of 
evangelizing the world. 

3. it is the Church’s business to take the 
Gospel to the world. The commission of 
Jesus Christ specifically states that we are 
to go into the world. The Church has no 
right to sit complacently in its pews and 
wait for the world to come to its doors. 
That is contrary to the commission, and, 
certainly it is contrary to the inclination ot 
depraved, lost humanity, and infinitely truer 
it is that it is cuntrary to the passion that 
a born again, Holy Ghost controlled Chris- 
tian is supposed to have. It is the business 
of a Christian, who is on fire with love for 
God and for the lost souls of men, to go 
into the world, into the byways and hedges, 
into the vacant spots and unoccupied fields 
and find the lost souls and bring them to 
Christ. 

Therefore, we do the following things: 

1. We go into a district that is unoccupied. 
We have never gone into an occupied dis- 
trict of the city. We purchase a piece of 
ground. We solicit sufficient money with 
which to start the building and we borrow 
enough money to finish the building, hy- 
pothecating the property, amortizing the 
debt, payable so much per month. The Sun- 
day School and the community meet that 
payment. Ultimately the debt is paid and 
the property is free. During that period we 
are teaching the Bible, preaching the Gospel 
and leading souls to Christ. 

2. We send one of the officers of the 
Church, or some good Christian layman of 
the Church, into the district as superinten- 
dent of the school. He directs it, taking 
teachers with him from the Church, until the 
school is sufficiently developed and the com- 
munity is sufficiently evangelized to furnish 
teachers, officers and superintendents. It is 
our desire to make the schools and the dis- 
tricts in which we are operating, feel the 
responsibility for the work. In that way we 
develop the community and we develop the 
Sunday School pupils. 

Remember, these schools are thoroughly 
organized, thorouzhly graded and the Bible 
is the only textbook. There isn’t any loose 
organization anywhere to be found in these 
schools. If we discover a teacher or a worker 
anywhere in the schools that is not funda- 
mental, sound aid true to the core, he or 
she is immediate’y dismissed by the pastor. 

We send one of the assistant pastors into 


the field to preach either Sunday morning 
or Sunday evening. We conduct prayer 
meetings on Wednesday evenings. The 


prayer meetings are conducted on Wednes- 
day evenings because the prayer meeting 
in the main church is conducted on Thurs- 
day evening. We therefore keep Thursday 
nights free from branch work or branch 
school services of any kind in order that the 
people from the branch schools and the dis- 
tricts in which the branch schools are being 
conducted may come to the main Church au- 
ditorium on Thursday evening for the fel- 
lowship supper, for the Bible classes, train- 
ing classes and the main prayer meeting. 

3. After the school has been thoroughly 
developed and a Christian constituency cre- 
ated, we elect a person from the district to 
be ordained an e!der and become a member 
of the session of this Church. 

Every district is represented on the ses- 


sion. We have about ninety active elders 
on the session of this Church and unless a 
man is sick or cut of the city he attends 
every meeting of the session. The session 
meets on the fi:st Tuesday night of the 
month, and, as many visitors have re- 


marked, it looks \ike an orderly, highly or- 
ranized and highly developed presbytery 
xeneral Assembly meeting. 


4. We send into these districts workers 
from the main Church with the assistant 
pastors to call on the people living in the 
districts. The pastoral work is perfectly 
conducted and every family is reached, every 
family is visited and every child in the 
Church is visited. 

The Sunday Schools in all the branches 
open at 9:30 or 9:45 Sunday morning. 
Preaching services follow at 11:00 o’clock. 
Two elders from the session go to each com- 
munity to receive any who may confess 
Christ and express a desire to join the 
Church. We never permit a service con- 
ducted in the main Church or in any of the 
branch school buildings without making the 
appeal asking people to accept Christ, pro- 
fess their faith in Him, receive the rites of 
baptism and join the Church. 

5. We organize the women in the districts 
into circles. The men from the districts 
are supposed to be connected with the men’s 
organizations of the Church. 

There are three thousand three hundred 
and eighty pupils in the branch Sunday 
Schools. There are one thousand or twelve 
hundred pupils attending the main schooi; 
there are twelve or fourteen hundred pupils 
in the extension Bible classes, circle clas- 
ses and district day classes. Counting the

dred people studying the Bible in some form 
in this Church every week. I[n nearly all 
of the branches there are converts and ad- 
ditions to the Church every week, certain- 
ly every month. 

There are perhaps five hundred active 
workers engaged in conducting the classes 


and schools. There are scores of workers 
in the schools, Bible classes and extension 
departments. 


6. We have a training school, both junior 
and senior grades. The training class has 
a session Sunday morning and Thursday 
evening. Branches of the training class are 
being organized in the branch schools. 

7. The superintendents of these branch 
schools meet the pastor, who is the superin- 
tendent of all the schools, the first Thursday 
night in each month at seven o’clock. The 
superintendent’s cabinet sits with him and 
reports the doings, problems and opportuni- 
ties of each of the schools. 

Twice each year all of the teachers, with 
their superintendents, come into what is 
called a Sunday School Congress. That 
Sunday School Congress, composed of the 
teachers, superintendents and officers of the 
branch schools and of the main school, dis- 
cusses the problems, suggests the policies 
and outlines the programs to be confirmed 
by the session and put into execution. That 
Sunday School Congress is one of the most 
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interesting meetings ever held anywhere. 
The problems of the schools, the difficulties, 
the heartaches, the joys and the successes 
are all reported at that Congress. It fixes 
the day for the great union picnic, outlines 
the program for the Song Contest and dis- 
cusses every problem affecting the youth of 
the Church and of the community. 

Once each year on the third Sunday after- 
noon in May, all the schools are brought in- 
to a song contest, each school being permit- 
ted to sing two verses of the song of its se- 
lection. To see two or three thousand chil- 
dren gather on Sunday afternoon in a great 
song festival contest is one of the most in- 
spiring sights you have ever witnessed. The 
schools compete with each other in proficien- 
cy, in execution, in deportment and in at- 
tendance. The awards and credits are de- 
livered immediately after the contest. 

The great Union Picnic held in July or 
August, is for the purpose of bringing to- 
gether thousands of pupils and parents and 
giving a public exposition of the enthusi- 
asm and work of the schools. 

All of these things are made subject to 
the leadership of the Holy Spirit and are 
done for the purpose of training the chil- 
dren, teaching them loyalty to the Church, 
loyalty to Christ, loyalty to the Bible and 
to the full Gospel. 

8. In all the branch 
organize Endeavor Societies, 
ganizations and teach the great mission 
program of the Church. We have ‘some 
twenty or twenty-five Christian Endeavor 
societies in the Church — a sufficient num- 
ber of societies to have a Christian Endeav- 
or Union of our own. 

On the second Thursday night in the 
month the Young People’s Council, com- 
posed of representatives from these schools 
and representatives from the young people’s

missionary or- 


societies and organizations, sit around the 
pastor in a young people’s Christian coun- 


cil. 

Twice each year these young people are 
brought from the schools and societies to a 
Young People’s Dinner, where the great in- 
spirational work of the Church is discussed 
for them and with them. 

9. No person is permitted to teach or to 
work in the Sunday Schools who can not 
comply with the rules governing the schools. 
No person is permitted to teach or to work 
in any department of the Church who does 
not believe in the Virgin Birth, the Deity of 
Christ, the Vicarious Atonement, the Blood- 
bought Gospel, Justification by Faith, the 
Resurrection, Ascension and Second Coming 
of Christ. 

10. The pastor is the Superintendent of 
the main school and the Executive Commit- 
tee meets him the third Thursday in each 
month, when all the executive work is dis- 
cussed. 

All of this work comes under the review 
of the session, is under the control of the 
session, and is reported to the session. There 
are three departments in the session that 
report this work: the Department of the 
Main School, the Department of Branches, 
and the Department of Young People.

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Character Building

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The highest priced thing on the American 
market today is not Brains, but Character. 
Big business is demanding to know, more 
and more — can you be depended upon? 
Ability is not enough. Dependability is the 
prerequisite to true success. Moral culture 
must accompany mental development. A 
man may have a brilliant mind, but if he is 
a moral leper he will go down in the fray. 
What is ability worth if you cannot be de- 
pended upon? Our youth should be armed 
with the strength of restraint against their 
carnal mind, passions and desires and flesh. 
“Self-expression” as taught in our educa- 
tional system today is vicious and danger- 
ous. Until one contacts God in supernatu- 
ral regeneration he has nothing worthy of 
expression. That Judge in Reno, Nevada, 
who says “restraint never did anybody any 
good” is a dangerous citizen. The present 
generation had better exercise some retraint 
and build up our moral foundations or the 
doom of the next generation is sealed, if 
Jesus does not return. Our national con- 
science must be energized QUICK, by a re- 
vival of supernatural religion if western ci- 
vilization is to be preserved. 

Business rests upon Character. If it were 
known that any group of men, serving in 
an official capacity, in any bank, were not 
men of character, no matter the financial 
assets of that institution they could not stop 
a run on the bank within 48 hours, because 
the institution rests, not upon its money, but 
upon the Character of the men who inspire 
the confidence of the depositors. One of 
the calamities of our school system today 1s 
that it has no method of Character Build- 
ing. Indeed, by breaking down reverence 
for God and the Bible, the tendency is often 
in the opposite direction. 

No human being dare to lift the clamps 
from his or her conscience. Cleanliness of 
mind, purity of heart, restraint of appetites, 
activity of conscience, vigor of prayer life, 
loyalty to friends and loved ones, devotion 
to truth, a high sense of honor, control of 
the tongue, honesty in business, moral rec- 
titude — these are incomparable assets that 
spell V-I-C-T-O-R-Y and S-U-C-C-E-S-S. 

Esau had many good traits but he sold 
out his moral qualities for the gratification 
of a temporal desire. It was the immediate 
physical sensation that interested him more 
than the enduring moral values. Restraint 
would have saved him his birthright. 

Take for instance the Prohibition law. Its 
whole financial and economic force may be 
lost, simply because America has been 
guilty of lifting moral restraint since the 
World War. The tendency today is to turn 
depraved human nature loose and let it run 
wild. Our moral depression is much worse 
than our financial depression. There must 
come a tightening of the American con- 
science. Crime is rampant, higher education 
is largely anti-Christian, “self-expression” 
is the motto of the age, and the Church has 
lost her Gospel moorings. Give the Church 
back her Message, let her precipitate a na- 
tion-wide spiritual awakening, drive Modern- 
ism from her ranks; there is no other solu-

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THE LORD'S DAY AND THE DAY OF THE LORD

Following the publication of our recent 
article on the Sabbath question in The De- 
fender, the writer, as he expected, received 
through the mails, numerous long letters 
from Sabbatarians. For the most part, the 
arguments were met in the article itself, but 
one phase of the matter deserves further 
treatment, since it seems to perplex some 
who are not of the Seventh-day Adventist 
persuasion as yet. 

One writes: “If you will look up in a con- 
cordance all the texts about the Lord’s 
Day, you will not find one reference that 
has anything to do with the Sabbath. They 
all refer to a day of judgment and trouble. 
John was carried forward to this time at the 
end of the days and saw the events of the 
future judgment days.” 

It should not be taken for granted that 
all Bible questions may be settled by refer- 
ence to a concordance. It is easy to assume 
that the expression, “Lord’s Day” is the same 
in the Greek as that rendered “the day of 
the Lord.” This is not the case. In one 
case, the word “Lord’s” is used as a noun 
and in the other as an adjective. Why 
should the form be changed? -There are 
three New Testament references to “the 
day of the Lord” (Acts 2:20; 1 Thess. 5:2; 
2 Pet. 3:10). In Rev. 1:10 we are informed 
that John was “in the grasp of the Spirit on 
the Lord’s Day.” 

The word “Spirit” undoubtedly has refer- 
ence to the Holy Spirit. It was not John’s 
spirit being carried forward hundreds of 
years to look back over a judgment period, 
but the Holy Spirit taking possession of 
him on a certain day so that all future time 
was gathered into a few hours. Appropri- 
ately and with overwhelming probability, as 
held by most commentators, it was the first 
day of the week, which from earliest days, 
was called the Lord’s Day. 

How this expression originated and 
gained currency has in recent years been 
brought to light. Inscriptions and papyrus 
reveal that even before the Christian era, 
the first day of each month was called “Iim- 
peror’s Day.” Some have mistakenly re- 
ported that this day was the first day of the 
week. We can understand how naturatly 
the term “Lord’s Day” arose. Christians 
named their first day of the week, associated 
as it was with the Lord’s resurrection and 
the custom of Christians to meet on that 
day, the “Lord’s Day.” 

The only other use of the word “Lord’s” 
as an adjective is in 1 Cor. 11:20 referring 
to the Lord’s Supper. It cannot be translat- 
ed “the supper of the Lord.” The memorial 
of Christ’s suffering and death is called the 

Lord’s own supper. The memorial of His 
glorious resurrection is called the Lord’s 
own Day. 

Rev. Geo. Davis fittingly says in his work 
on Revelation: “The day of the Lord follows 
Christ’s judicial work in the midst of the 
churches. If John was in spirit carried in- 
to the day of the Lord, the vision of Christ 
in the midst of the seven golden candle- 
sticks would form a necessary phase of the 
said coming judgment. If, however, John 
was transported on the Lord’s Day, then it 
was on the first day of the week when he 
saw Christ’s present ministry in the church 
and subsequently His future judgment up- 
on the world. The point of view has every- 
thing to do with the intelligible understand- 
ing of the book of Revelation.” 

It is indeed strange that some pers ist in 
the assertion that the invention of the Lord’s 
Day and first day worship originated at 
Rome and was for a long timed confined 
there. Archaeologists long ago brought 
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forth conclusive evidence that Sunday was 
the day kept by Christians over a wide ter- 
ritory long before the time of Constantine 
or any Pope. 

In A. D. 450 we find in the history of the 
church by Sozomen a reference to Constan- 
tine. “He honored the Lord’s Day because 
on it Jesus arose from the dead.” This 
shows what was meant by "the Lord’s Day” 
at that time. 

In 400 A. D. the great theologian Augus- 
tine says: “The day now known as the 
Lord’s Day or eighth day, which is the first 
day of the week.” 

In A. D. 386 the Emperors of Rome de- 
creed as follows: “On the day of the sun, 
properly called the Lord’s Day by our an- 
cestors, let there be a cessation of busi- 
ness.” 

In A. D. 306 Peter, Bishop of Alexandria: 
“The Lord’s Day we celebrate as a day «f 
joy because on it He rose again.” 

In A. D. 374 Eusebius, the father of 
church history distinguishes the Lord’s Day 
from the Jewish Sabbath and telis us the 
J.ord’s Day was kept on account of the re- 
surrection. 

In A. D. 270 Antolius, Bishop of Laodi- 
cea: “Our rezard for the Lord's resurree- 
tion, which took place on the Lord’s Day, 
will lead us to celebrate it.” 

A. D. 250 the Apostolic Constitution: 
“On the day of our Lord’s resurrection, 
which is the Lord’s Day, we meet more dili- 
gently.” 

In A. D. 250, Cyprian Bishop of Carthage: 
“The eighth day, that is, the first day after 
the Sabbath.” 

In A. D. 200, Tertullian: “We solemnize 
the day after Saturday in contradiction to 
those who call this day their Sabbath.” 

In A. D. 194, Clement of Alexandria: “The 
Lord’s Day — glorifying the Lord’s resur- 
rection.” 

In A. D. 180, Bardesanes of Edessa: “On 
the first day of the week, we assemble ouc- 
selves together.” 

In A. D. 140, Justin Martyr: “Sunday is 
the day on which we all hold our common 
assembly, because Jesus Christ, our cag 
ae on the same day arose from the dead. 

In A. D. 96, John on Patmos: “I was in 
the Spirit on the Lord’s Day.” 

In A. D. 60, Luke: “And upon the first 
day of the week when the disciples came to- 
gether to break bread, Paul preached unto 
them.” 

These and many other findings show not 
only that the Lord’s Day preceded by cen- 
turies Constantine and the Romish pope, 
but that attempts of some to show that 
“Lord’s Day” has reference to the Jewish 
Sabbath, are futile. They further show 
that the reference in Rey. 1:10 is to the re- 
surrection day as in every instance when 1 


is used by all the Christian fathers imme- 
diately following John. In not a single in- 
stance in Biblical or other writings can it be 
shown that the expression is applied to the 
seventh day. 
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The following word from Taylor Univer 
sity of Upland, Indiana, is signed by Vice- 
President B. W. Ayres: 

“Taylor University, at Upland, Indiana, is 
starting on a new forward movement under 
the leadership of Dr. Robert Lee Stuart, re- 
cently elected to the presidency as successor 
of Dr. John Paul, who retired from the of- 
fice of president April 7 Under the almost

Thus we keep the Church at work in the 
field. We keep ever before us the young 
people as the objective point of the Church 
and we strive to lead somebody to Christ 
every day in the week. 

The branch Sunday School idea, if carried 
out according to the leadership of the Holy 
Spirit, will revive dead churches, will reach 
unsaved boys and girls and will bring the 
Sunday School back to its place; namely, 
as the nation’s greatest hope and greatest 
institution. 

The nation could well afford to give up 
every other school before it could consent 
to give up the Sunday School. The thing 
that is needed today most of all is to put 
the parents back into the Sunday School. 
The average parent ought to be in the kin- 
dergarten class. 

We ask the prayers of the world. Pray 
for us. This is a tremendous work, an in- 
deseribable task, a divine commission and 
an uncounted blessing to the world. We 
are not only doing this work to develop the 
members of the Church and to keep the new 
members who join the Church every day 
busy, but, we are evangelizing the comma- 
nity and the county. We would reach the 
state and the nation if we had the money. 
It is a tremendous drain, strain and strug 
gle to solve the problems, build the schools, 
erect the buildings and do the work. 

We have twenty-seven buildings. There 
are districts begging for schools and build- 
ings, but we haven’t the money.

Ask God to 
give us the money. We need three hundred 
thousand dollars at once. Ask people to 
give it to us; ask God to send it to us. There 
are three thousand children waiting for 
equipment, buildings and teachers. Pray 
that we may get the money and continue 
this magnificent work.

quences. “All they that take the sword 
shall perish with the sword” (Matt. 26:52). 
So spake Jesus, and history has repeatedly 
borne testimony to the truthfulness of His 
warning. Men who have slandered others 
have either been ruined by slander them- 
selves or have been judged by God witn 
death. And it makes no difference what- 
ever, be it borne in mind, whether the sland- 
er is true or false—the result is the same. 
Judgment is God’s prerogative, not man’s. 
His Word is “Touch not mine anointed, and 
do my prophets no harm.” The statements 
made may be absolutely true, but since no 
mere man is capable, of judging, God’s ser- 
vants are accountable to Him and to Him 
alone. And woe betide the man who dares 
to set himself up as judge and publicly 
slanders his fellow-workers! God will not 
let it pass. 

I could tell of more than one guilty of the 
awful sin of slander who has been judged 
by death, and in some cases, sudden death. 
“For they that take the sword shall perish 
with the sword.” Drastic measures may be 
used. “Who art thou that judgest another 
man’s servant? To this own Master he 
standeth or falleth. But why dost thou 
judge thy brother? or why dost thou set at 
naught thy brother? for we shall all stand 
before the judgment seat of Christ. Let us 
not therefore judge one another any more.” 
And may God help us to hearken. “Let us 
not therefore judge one another any more.” 
Oh, that we might make that our life resolu- 
tion! In the face of the words of our Lord 
how can we do otherwise? For the things 
of which we accuse others, in all probability 
we ourselves are guilty, and more so, though 
we know it not. Only recently a Christian 
worker publicly accused one of God’s ser- 
vants, and everyone who has ever worked 
with him knows that he himself is guilty of 
the very same things. What he accuses in 
others he excuses in himself. But listen 
now to the words of Jesus in Matthew 7 

“Judge not, that ye be not judged. For 
with what judgment ye judge, ye shall be 
judged: and with what measure ye mete, it 
shall be measured to you again. And why 
beholdest thou the mote that is in thy broth- 
er’s eye, but considerest not the beam that 
is in thine own eye? Or how wilt thou say 
to thy brother, Let me pull out the mote 
out of thine eye; and, behold, a beam is in 
thine own eye? Thou hypocrite, first cast 
out the beam out of thine own eye and then 
shalt thou see clearly to cast out the mote 
out of thy brother’s eye.” 

Beloved, we are living in a day when 
God’s servants, even fundamentalists, are 
cutting each other’s throats. A paper was 
one day left on my desk containing an ar- 
ticle against a certain Christian leader with 
these words, signed by an atheist, written 
in the margin: “See how these Christians 
love one another.”

The real name of Moses’ father-in-law 
was Reuel, as indicated in Exodus 2:18 and 
Numbers 10:29. The name actually means 
“friend of God.” How fitting that Moses 
should have married into such a family! 
The word Jethro was his title. His name 
was Reuel and his priestly office was Jethro. 

It was a happy hour for Moses when the 
advance messenger came dashing into camp 
saying that Jethro, his daughter and her 
children, were approaching. There were 
profuse Oriental introductions and _ saluta- 
tions. 

Translation of the Church 

Here is a wonderful type! In this beau- 
teous scene, 

Jethro is a type of the Holy Spirit, 

Moses is a type of the Christ, ‘and 

Moses’ wife is a type of the Church. 

The church, that group of true believers, 
who are looking faithfully for the Second 
Coming of their Bridegroom, is pictured in 
many parts of the Bible as the Bride of 
Christ. The bride is always happy in the 
presence of her bridegroom lover. This is 
the attitude of the Church toward Jesus 
Christ. Thus we see Rebekah as a type of 
the Church, journeying to Isaac whose wife 
she becomes. The same is true in the Book, 
the Song of Solomon; Solomon is a type of 
Christ; his wife is a type of the Church. 

The Holv Spirit came into the world to 
woo and win for Christ a Bride. In the end 
of this age, the Holy Spirit will come bring- 
ing the Bride to Christ even as Eliezer, the 
servant of Abraham, came bringing Rebekah 
to Isaac. 

So also, Jethro, a type of the Holy Spirit, 
comes bringing the wife of Moses. Moses 
prepares a feast and there is great rejoic- 
ing in the evening. There will be a mar- 
riage feast, “the marriage Supper of the 
Lamb” when Christ meets His Church in 
the air. This feast is referred to as “the 
Banqueting house” in the Song of Solomon. 
Referring to the “Marriage Supper of the 
Lamb” by typeology, Solomon’s bride says, 
“He brought me to the banqueting house, 
and his banner over me was love.” — Song 
of Solomon 2:4. This is the Church speak- 
ing to Christ; the Bride addressing the 
Bridegroom. 


Jethro’s Advice 


It took several verses in this chapter for 
Jethro to express his interest, enthusiasm 
and delight in the strange way that God 
was leading and blessing Moses and all Is- 
rael. He does not doubt for a minute that 
Moses is God’s anointed man in the crisis 
hour, but he did make a suggestion concern- 
ing the legal affairs of Israel which was 
destined to have a great influence upon the 
wandering nation. 

Moses took his usual position as the na- 
tion’s one great jurist the next day. This 
was his custom. On certain days the people 
would come before him with their questions 
and grievances. He took the position of ar- 
biter in even the most trivial affairs of the 
people. No matter how it taxed his powers 
of physical endurance, he always had time 
for all. He was Israel’s one great authority 
on legal science. 

Let Modernists, who say Moses learned 
his moral code and legal system from Baby- 
lon’s Hammurabi take note that Moses has 
an arrangement that is entirely original, 
that he arrives at a new legal method from 
Jethro which is to be finally changed by a 
supernatural command. If Moses appropri- 
ated legal knowledge from any source it 
was from pious Jethro and not pagan 
Babylon. 

Jethro watched Moses with deep interest 
as court convened. He saw the crowds file 
by for Moses to minister, instruct, and judge

between them in personal disputes and le- 
gal matters. Jethro saw at once that sucn 
a task was more than one man should try 
to carry alone. It was a man-killing job. 
The wise old priest was quick to make sug- 
gestions that Moses might be able to con- 
serve his physical strength. He suggested 
that lesser legal bodies and courts be cre- 
ated to relieve Moses of minor details so he 
could have his time to render decisions on 
matters of greater importance. According 
to Jethro’s plan Moses would be the Su- 
preme Court, the point of final appeal. 

Said Jethro, “The thing thou doest is not 
good. Thou wilt surely waste away.” The 
priest continues, “I will give thee counsel, 
and God shall be with thee: Be thou for the 
people to God-ward, that thou mayest bring 
the causes unto God.” In other words, 
Jethro knew the importance of Moses hav- 
ing time to 'pray things through. Moses 
was too much engaged with things of less 
importance. There were too many details 
upon him. Prayer is the mightiest weapon 
of all, and there is danger of us getting so 
busy with material duties that we forget 
the more important matter of spiritual com- 
munion. How often you have heard Chris- 
tians say, ‘“O, I haven’t time to pray as 
much as I should.” Watch out! Moses was 
making this mistake. It remained for Jethro 
to rebuke him tenderly and show him his 
blunder. 





Praying and Doing 


It is a subtle temptation to get so busy 
with your race fer dollars, social obliga- 
tions, and, yes, even your religious work, 
that you sin by failing to pray. No matter 
how busy we are doing things, we can well 
afford to frequently drop every task, xo 
alone, “Be still and know that I am God,” 
and take on new spiritual strength. 

We can now understand how it was that 
Martin Luther spent three hours every day 
in prayer. He needed at least that ‘much 
time daily for spiritual meditation. This 
was the secret of the strength of his rugged 
character. The names of other gigantic 
Christian leaders could be named; men who 
were strong and great because of the spir- 
itual power generated through prayer. I 
am thinking of a man that I know, who for 
fourteen years has fasted five days out of 
every seven, week in and week out. His life 
is a veritable spiritual dynamo. He has ex- 
plored a great spiritual continent which few 
have ever touched. He is an instrument of 
constant healing and blessing. His prayers 
cut zig-zag streaks of lightning through the 
heav enlies. His voice in prayer is the voice 
of thunder. He is a humble, quiet man, un- 
known in the world, but his citizenship is 
well known in the heavenlies. He is a Chris- 
tian mystic. Most believers are too busy 
doing things to hear “the still small voice” 
like they should, in consciousness. 

Moses was doing things. Said Jethro, 
“The thing is not good.” “Be thou for the 
people God-ward,” he continues. 

I give you an old motto, but a good one: 
“PRACTICE THE PRESENCE OF 
CHRIST.” Five words! 

I have known preachers, teachers, Chris- 
tian workers, to get so busy working that 
they failed to pray. I have known of 
preachers losing their message because of 
this. I have even attended “fundamenta- 
list” conventions where there was actually 
a “taboo” on prayer; too busy smashing 
Modernism and fighting Evolution to pray! 
This is a subtle form of temptation. 

No wonder Moses acted upon the advice 
of Jethro. It was wise counsel. “Be thou 
for the people God-ward.” 

Only three months had passed since Isra- 
el was released from the slavery of Egyp- 
tian bondage. Moses is now called by Jeho- 


vah into the mountains and as if to refresh

Two College Tragedies

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1. THE ONLY DAUGHTER 

Some time ago I spoke to a great South- 
ern audience. I pictured the atheistic drift 
in the educational life in America. A man 
sat on the front seat and followed my every 
word with an expression of agony I have 
rarely seen on a human face. 

When the service was over his pastor 
said to me, “Did you see that man who 
looked like the incarnation of agony? He 
sat in the front seat today. He is a mem- 
ber of my church. He is one of the 
truest Christians I have ever known. He is 
on my board. He had one daughter. She 
was a beautiful child. She grew up in the 
Sunday School and Church. She finished 
high school. 

“He sent her off to a certain college. At 
the end of nine months she came home with 
her faith shattered. She laughed at God and 
the old-time religion. She broke the hearts 
of her father and mother. They wept over 
her. They prayed over her. It availed 
nothing. At last they chided her. She 
rushed upstairs, stood in front of a mirror,

took a gun and blew out her brains. 


THE PRIDE OF HIS MOTHER 


Let me tell you another story, and I could 
tell you numbers of them, for my work has 
taken me into forty states, and for over 
twenty-five years I have had to deal with 
the souls of men and women, and I know 
what is going on. A few years ago I was 
conducting a revival campaign in the sha- 
dow of one of the great universities in a 
Northern city. One night I dismissed the 
crowd and started down town. A young 
feltow followed me down the street, out of 
the shadow into the light, out of the light 
into the shadow. I didn’t like to have him 
stay behind me like that, so I turned around 
and said, “Jones is my name. Do vou want 
to speak to me?” I noticed that the young 


man was crying, so I put my arm around 
him, and took him up to my room in the 
— We sat down. 

T shall not tell you about the preliminaries 
of our conversation, but at last he told me 


this story. “My father died three months 
before I was born. All he left me was his 
good name, and all he left my mother was 
the memory of his love. My father had 
been well-to-do. He lost all he had just be- 
fore he died. The home where I was born 
was sold under mortgage. My mother was 
a plucky little woman. She got a little 
house on a back street and got a job to sup- 
port herself and take care of me. 

“T grew up in Sunday School and Church. 
I am not bragging about it, but I had the 
reputation of being the brightest boy that 
ever graduated from the high school in our 
town. I shall never forget the day I fin- 
ished. The little auditorium was full. My 
mother was sitting back there. Her face was 
beaming. I received every honor that it 
was possible for a boy to get. I won the 
medal for being the best athlete. I got the 
scholarship medal. I ‘got a medal for 
being the most popular boy in school. It 
was a great day. They gave me honor 
after honor, and my mother sat back there 
and smiled at me through her tears. 

“The exercises were over, and I made a 
break to get to my mother, but the crowd 
flocked around me to congratulate me. 
Mother is a timid woman and she slipped 
out so people wouldn’t see her crying. I ran 
down the street to the little cottage, and 
mother was sitting there with tears flowing 
down her face. She was smiling through 
her tears. I put my diploma and the medals 
in her lap. I leaned down and kissed the 
tears away. 

“What are you going to do now, son?’ 
mother asked me. ‘I am going to go to work 
and support you, mother, and you are never 
going to do another thing. You are such a 
sweet mother to me.’ 

“Mother smiled and said, ‘You are going 
to college this fall 

“‘Why, how am I going to college?’ I 
asked. 

“‘T am going to send you,’ mother replied. 
‘All your life I have saved a little money 
each week, sometimes two dollars, sometimes

Meet Mr. Wise. You will be richer when 
you come to know of him and his great 
work of salvaging human wreckage. Every- 
body in Akron seems to know him, preach- 
ers, lawyers, bankers, editors, city officials, 
business and professional men and women, 
“down-and-outers,” bums, gangsters, human 
derelicts — and everybody respects him. 
Akron recognizes his work as a great moral 
asset. By nature he is inclined to be retir- 
ing and reticent, but after one has been 
with him in prayer and conversation, one 
leaves his presence feeling that he has been 
with a great soul. 

There is a journal published in America 
called “A Soulful Magazine.” Brother Wise 
impresses you as being “A Soulful Person- 
ality.” He knows how to feel with those 
in trouble and God has used him to pour 
tender, healing oil into many a wounded 
Akron heart. 

As I went through his City Mission and 
studied his jail and prison work, as I con- 
templated the many lines of ministry going 
forth from his central headquarters at 615 
S. Main Street, I thought of Matthew 25: 





38-40: “When saw we thee a stranger, and 
took thee in? or naked, and clothed thee? Or 
when saw we thee sick, or in prison, and 
come unto thee? And the King shail answer 
and say unto them, Verily I say unto you, 
Inasmuch as ye have done it unto one of the 
least of these my brethren, you have done 
it unto me.” 

Only eternity will reveal the spiritual 
fruition of his labors, but visible, physical 
results mav be seen any day in Akron, in 
terms of homes saved, children provided for 
and bodies clothed and fed. An Akron 
newspaper had this to say recently: “City 
Mission is mixing food with Gospel. It is 
lending a hand and a knife and fork to 100 
men, women and children daily. Sut it’s 
not a bread line. This morning, for in- 
stance, there were prunes, oatmeal, cake, 
sugar and milk on the table. Tonight it 
may be stew or a mess of fish donated by 
someone who would rather ‘remain ‘a 
friend.’ It’s a big job. Frank Wise sees 
that all his charges get good food and good 
advice. He says, ‘Bread for today Hope 
for tomorrow.’ ” 

Mr. and Mrs. Wise with their assistants 
keep lively Gospel meetings going every 
night in the Mission; a cheery hand, a hear- 
ty welcome, good music, an inspiring mes- 
sage for that poor man and woman, who 
needs spiritual help more than anything else 
in the world! 

Here is a unique feature of the work 
which I have never seen duplicated in any 
other city: In addition to the night services 
at the Mission there are regular day pro- 
grams. By a system of telephone communi- 
‘ation, inspiring music and brief salvation 
messages are broadcast into each of six call- 
compartments of the County Jail and Wom- 
en’s Detention Home. Mr. Wise broadcasts 
his Mission program into a microphone in 
the pulpit and it is carried by wire through 
six radio receiving sets into the jail and by 
another set into the Detention Home. There 
are Bibles and song books for all of the 
prisoners, which number about 250 daily, 
and the audience is ever changing. A white 
arrow to the left, in the picture below, points 
to the Gospel radio set which brings the pre- 
cious story into the cells in a novel and cap- 
tivating manner. One of the men in the 
picture below was brought to Christ by this 
means, his home was saved and today he 
one of the Mission’s most active workers.

Lessons From the Eagle 


I want us to notice particularly those 
“EAGLES’ WINGS.” 

Let us turn through the Bible and exam- 
ine a few references to this powerful and 
daring species of bird, with a view of learn- 
ing what Jehovah meant by the metaphor. 

Speed: “As swift as an eagle.’”’ — Deuter- 
onomy 28:49. 

Care of Young: “As an eagie stirreth up 
her nest, fluttereth over her young, spread- 
eth abroad her wings, taketh them, beareth 
them on her wings.”—Deuteronomy 32:11. 

Nests: “Thou puttest thy nest in a rock.” 

Numbers 24:21. 

Prey: “As the eagle that hasteth to the 
prey.”—Job 9:26, 

Habitation: “Doth the eagle mount up at 
thy command, and make her nest on high? 
She dwelleth and abideth on the rock, upon 
the crag of the rock, and the strong place. 
From thence she seeketh the prey, and her 
eves beheld far off.”—Job 39:27-29. 

Age Defeated: “So that thy youth is re- 
newed like the eagile’s.”-—Psalms 103:5. 

Spreading Wings: “For thus saith the 
Lord: Behold, he shall fly as an eagle, anil 
shall spread his wings over Moab.”—Jere- 
miah 48:40. 

Strength Renewed: “But they that wait 
upon the Lord shall renew their strength; 
they shall mount up with wings as eagles; 
they shall run and not be weary; and they 
shall walk, and not faint.”—Isaiah 40:31. 

These eagle-references are taken from the 
Old Testament. Many striking verses are 
to be found in the New Testament also. The 
subject of eagles, its symbolism and type- 
ology is one of the very interesting studies 
in the Word of God.

She often 
selects a spot which it would be impossible 
for any human being to reach. 

Artistically and carefully she lays these 
rough, sharp articles together and then be- 
gins to pad the inside of the nest with the 
fur of animals she may have killed and the 
feathers of birds she has destroyed. The 
outside of the nest will withstand the in- 
truder and the downy inside will make the 
tender young eagle comfortable. Here is

deals with preachers that way. A preacher 
feathers his nest; stays in a city a few 
years; works hard; gives the people his 
best; the church goes ahead; then, often 
from an unexpected direction comes criti- 
cism, fault-finding; his best friends turn 
against him; people turn their tongues 
loose; the preacher’s heart is broken. He 
sees the church suffer; he is running against 
sharp objects. Often God is just stirring 
up his nest, pushing the preacher out into 
greater fields of service. 

I have learned that when a religious lead- 
er is being attacked, that if he keeps his 
heart centered in God, it will all work out 
for the best; it is often God’s hand dis- 
guised in adverse circumstances. God is 
teaching that one how to fly to greater 
heights in His service. 
~ Often when the believer runs against a 
hard, difficult, sharp, piercing experience, he 
is simply becoming an eagle-saint and he 
it. So don’t trouble yourself 
to gather up any of the feathers and furs, 
just go ahead and jump. Plunge out in 





faith. If God stirs up your nest He will 
keep His eye on you when you go scrambling 
over the precipice. God “fluttereth over” 


you. 
“The young eagle goes tumbling over the 
high ledge. Looks like the mother has 
killed him! He can’t seem to make his 
wings clutch the air. He topples, fumbles 
and scrambles awkwardly through the air. 
But, watch the old eagle, she “spreadeth 
abroad her wings.” She swoops down un- 
der her young, catches it, takes it safely for 
an airplane ride, landing Jater on some 
mountain spot, gives the youngster a little 
rest, pushes it off again and catches it once 
more, and continues this until it learns how 
to fly. 

Then things go wrong perhaps God is 
teaching you how to fly. He is teaching 
vou how to be an eagile-saint. So don’t 
beat the air with your frail wings, depend- 
ing upon your good works. Rather relax, 
just “let go and let God;” rest heavily up- 
on His grace. “Underneath are the ever- 
lasting arms.” The God Who hurled 
worlds, suns and systems into space is cap- 
able of bearing up your weight. 

The little chap tells his young eagle re- 
latives about it. He says, “TI sure thought 
T was a ‘goner.’ Boy, that takes a feller’s 
breath. Little more and T would have land- 
ed down there a thousand feet and been 
killed.” Listen, little fellow, you never were 
in danger, because the instant you fell off 
of that ledge, your mother spread her big 
wide wings and with one swoop she shot like 
a bullet under vou and you were safe. There 
wasn’t a chance in the world of vou falling 
to destruction. 

The believer is secure, “for thus saith the 
Lord; Behold he shall fly as an eagle, and 
shall spread his wings.” 


Gipsy Smith’s Lesson 


During the Welch revival, Gipsy Smith 
received a letter from a man who had pro- 


fessed conversion in a previous meeting. 
The gentleman was troubled with doubts. 
He wrote seeking spiritual help. After a 


moment of quiet praver the Gipsy evange- 
list had an answer for the letter. A gentle 
snow was falling: Gipsy Smith was seated 
by a window, looking out toward a mighty 
mountain. Gipsy Smith imagined a_ tiny 
snow-flake suspended in midair; frightened, 
it stopped, held its breath, looked down, and 
said, “O mountain, are vou sure that vou 
are strong enough to bear me up, if T let 
go?” Gipsy Smith imagined the rugged oid 
mountain saving. “Yes, fall little snow-flake 
I will catch you.” The illustration satisfied 
the troubled, doubting mind that had writ- 
ten Gipsy Smith in great anxiety. The man 
needed only to understand grace.

No one who really knows the author of 
this booklet questions for a minute his 
“calling.” Here the story of his early, try- 
ing experiences is related in a fascinating 
manner interspersed with many a humorous 
incident that will convulse the reader with 
laughter, only to be followed by another ex- 
perience which will moisten the eyes wit th 
tears. The Gospel story of grace is of 
course woven through these pages. One 
forgets Rader as you go along, and one sees 
the Christ Who has done such remarkable 
things for him. 





“WHAT OF THE NIGHT?” by Arthur I. 
Brown. Published by The Christian Out- 
look Company. 64 pages; Price 35 cents. 


If the author does not already regret hav- 
ing written this booklet, likely he will some 
day. It reminds one of the exaggerated 
claims made for the Great Pyramid of 
Egypt when over zealous enthusiasts pre- 
dicted the end of the world, the beginning 
of the great tribulation, or something else, 
in 1928. Date- setting is dangerous business. 

Yet fhe main purpose of the booklet is 
to justify naming the date of the Lord’s re- 
turn. We read, “The three epochal dates 
are past, — what of the fourth? This is 
1935-36. This ends the period known as the 
Times of the Gentiles. If this be true, JE- 
SUS CHRIST MUST RETURN BEFORE 
THAT TIME * * * *.” Page 42, “But. be- 
fore that time the Church MUST be caught 
up.” The Author defends his date-setting 
by saying that God is the great ‘“Date- 
setter.”

THE IVORY COAST WORK 


The Gospel program in the Ivory Coast 


continues to move forward. Not a few 
Defender readers have caught the vision, 
understand the need, and with their gifts 
are having a part in the work. We were 


greatly encouraged to receive a contribu- 
tion of $79.00 of “tithe money” from a 


friend in Illinois last month. The gift was 
forwarded promptly to Rev. R. S. Roseberry 
who has charge of the work of defending 
the Faith in those regions against Modern- 
ism and Mohommedanism. A revival and 
Bible teaching program is now in progress 
and Mr. Roseberry has recently sent Mis- 
sionary Stadsklev to take up quarters in 


the Ivory Coast to assist Mr. and Mrs. 
George Powell. 
Permanet headquarters, involving the 


opening of a Bible School (made possible 
by Defender giving) at Bouake, have been 
established. A native chapel has been erect- 
ed, made out of mud brick and roofed with 


grass, ‘plastered with mud. Mr. Powell 
writes: Inside we have some roughly made 


benches and our little folding organ, very 
simple indeed, but we are having precious 
services. Three times a week we _ hold 
public services and they are well attended.” 

Friends will recall that the Ivory Coast 
revival broke out under the preaching of a4 
strange, unheard-of black man,“ Prophet 
William Harris,” and that he had 100,000 
conversions, involving the erection of 200 
native Church buildings, and ten years rolled 
by before the outside world even heard 
about it. Then the Modernists came along 
to gobble it up. Then The Defenders got 
busy in cooperation with great and good 
Roseberry who is in charge of the work of 
the Christian and Missionary Alliance in 
French West Africa. Harris results are now 
being salvaged, but The Defender Family 
must be loyal to the task. The purpose of 
the Bible School is to train Harris converts 
and send them back to their native homes 
and Churches. There are needs in other 
Mission Fields over the world but no 
field offers a greater challenge and op- 
portunity than the Ivory Coast. At no 
time has Mr. Roseberry needed our loyal 
support more than RIGHT NOW. Let De- 
fender friends receive a blessing by being 
a blessing.

Iowa 


These words are written in Sioux City, 
Iowa, the opening day of the first Defenders 
Conference ever held in the “tall corn” State. 
Radio Station KSCJ is to be used daily. The 
meetings are being held in the City Auditor- 
ium, containing 1,800 seats. From the same 
platform Defender A. P. Gouthey stirred 
this prosperous and progressive city of 
85,000 population four years ago. We plunge 
into this campaign with faith confirmed, 
knowing that thousands of believers over 
the country are praying each day for the 
present nation-wide crusade. From Sioux 
City we go to Des Moines. 


Ten Weeks 


We have just rounded out ten weeks of 
the most strenuous Conference work. Sioux 
City is the eleventh. This tour has carried 
the Testimony into Indiana, Ohio, Michigan 
and Maryland. 

Never have we seen such heart-hunger 
among the people. Never has it been easier 
to assemble great audiences. Never has 
there been a better opportunity to precipi- 
tate a revival of supernatural religion than 
at present. 

The financial depression has helped to pro- 
duce this situation. In times of suffering 
there is invariably a turning to God. When 
the arm of flesh gives way, people think so- 
berly. It seems that humans have to be 
crushed before they will seek spiritual help. 
The Scriptures put it this way, made “per- 
fect through sufferings.” 

The past two years of financial misery 
has produced a nation-wide humility of spir- 
it which is conducive to a Revival atmo- 
sphere. The present heart-hunger has 
paved the way for some real Defenders Con- 
ferences and we have been quick to grasp 
the opportunity of spreading His glorious 
Message. 

If the Church were not so weakened by 
heresy; if it had a positive, aggressive, cre- 
ative message, it could bring about a great 
spiritual awakening. But, alas, Modernism 
and Machinery have done their deadly work. 
Heretical parasites have sucked the blood 
of Jesus Christ from the veins of the 
Church to the point where its whole organic 
system has become weakened. 


A Workable Method 


The Defenders Testimony enjoys a pecu- 
liar anointing involving a workable method 
for prying cities open to the Gospel. The 
plan is semi-freelance, whereby we go inte 
a city, engage a large auditorium, secure 
the Radio, do our advertising and invite all 
of the pastors to cooperate. About one 
pastor in five “warms up” to the Confer- 
ence; the other four are betrayed by Mod- 
ernism, brow-beaten by Machinery, afraid 
of our militant defense of the Faith, or have 
compromised their preaching in some other 
way. But if every preacher in a city is 
against us, we go anyway. It is no use to 
wait for the average Ministerial Association 
to sponsor a campaign; their message has 
been torn to shreds by Modernism and Ma- 
chinery. Preachers no longer sponsor 
sweeping revivals; the apostasy has de- 
stroyed the creative element. There are 
more than 800 evangelists out of work to- 
day. So, if pastors do not do their job, ta- 


bernacles will be built and a dignified free- 
lance Testimony will be given. However, 
The Defenders in their nation-wide travels 
are happy to serve all preachers and church- 
es that are willing to cooperate. 

There are glorious exceptions to the 
above rule, where some cities have live-wire 
men of prophetic anointing in pulpits, who 
stand firm for the Gospel, and The Defend- 
ers have gone into several such communi- 
ties under the auspices of Ministerial As- 
sociations. A recent example is the Akren 
meeting where twenty pastors cooperated. 


Moving Forward 


Not a few religious leaders have expressed 
amazement at the progress made by Mes- 
sage and Method of The Defenders in spite 
of the financial depression. Most organiza- 
tions have retrenched, but we have gone 
steadily forward. 

“How do you do it ?”—we are asked. “We 
don’t do it,’—is the answer. PRAYER 
DOES IT. The secret of the last ten weeks 
of victory is disclosed in the ascending pray- 
er of a world-wide circle of friends.

three dollars, but always one dollar. I have 
the money in the savings bank. I have 
enough to send you to the leading univer- 
sity in this country!’ My heart leaped for 
oy. 

“Last fall my precious mother packed 
my trunk and she put her own Bible in the 
trav of the trunk, the Bible she had marked, 
the Bible she had prayed over, and over 
which she had wept. Mr. Jones, I am a boy, 
but when I came to this school I was as 
pure as the purest girl who ever lived. J 
entered the dormitory and took my mother’s 
3ible out of the tray of the trunk and iaid 
it on the table. ; 

“The students flocked around me, calling 
to the other students to come see my Bible. 
‘We have a country boy come to town and 
he brought a Bible with him!’ : 

“<He will get over that,’ someone said. 

“Just give him time. Let him get in 
biology. The biology prof will fix him. The 
Bible is all right for country people and for 
ignorant folks, but we have outgrown that.’ 
I paid no attention to them. I read my 
3ible, I said my prayers. I went to Sunday 
School and Church. . 

“At last I got in the biology class. You 
have got to hand it to that teacher. He was 
a better psychologist than he was a biolo- 
vist. He dropped doubts in my mind every 
time I went to class. Little by little he 
broke down my religious resistance. _ After 
a while I lost my faith. I didn’t believe in 
my Bible. I didn’t believe there is a God. I 
was miserable, but I tried to be decent for 
my mother’s sake. I do love my mother. 

“But I couldn’t be decent. I had lost the 
inward urge. I had lost the power to be 
good. Oh, God, I hate to tell you this, Mr. 
but one night I went out with the 
boys. I have lived in awful sin. I have 
been drunk for six weeks. I have gambled 
away the money that mother saved. I have 
gone with wicked women and my faith is 
all ruined. 

“Today I had a letter from my mother. 
She will be here tomorrow. Oh, God, I can’t 
see her. I couldn’t look at her. She thinks 
I am pure. She thinks I am the same boy 
that I was when I left her a few montns 
ago. I couldn’t stand to look into her eyes. 
If I did look at her I couldn’t kiss her, for 
I have an unspeakable disease. I am going 
down town in the morning before mother 
gets here and buy a gun and blow out my 
brains. If there is a hell, as my mother’s 
Bible savs, it isn’t any worse than the hell 
I am in.” . 

If we don’t bring back to the schools of 
this nation the Word of God and the old- 
time religion, this nation is gone. The edu- 
cational institutions in America are sleep- 
ing over atheistic volcanoes.

III Seeing 

We have five or six 
senses; I am wonder- 
ing if a little article on 
each might not’ be 
worth printing. You 
never heard of a sixth 
sense? Well, we shall 
see, and I am not try- 
ing to work Einstein 
on you either! 

Of all our natural 
senses, seeing is per- 
haps the most import- 
ant and valuable of ail, 
unless it be the sixth. 
Each sense has its or- 
gan. For seeing we 
have the eye. This is a 
wonderful little organ. Could an eye have 
just happened? Impossible! Why, even 
my eyes tell me there must have been a 
Creator, and He a wonderful Maker, to 
construct such an ingenious and useful 
instrument, with its doors and_ screens, 
lids, lashes and eye-brows. It is a 
most delicate organ, and must be kept 
clean, must be washed 10,000 times a day! 
There is nothing you have that you wash 
as much as you do your eyes, and you do 
this without knowing it!

Man was a perfect photographer as soon as 
he was created, but didn’t know it; his eyes 
were taking pictures, and doing quite per- 
fect work. Nobody believes a photograph- 
er’s camera just happened. We know some- 
body invented and made it. We would call 
a man a fool that insisted that it just hap- 
pened. And yet some will try to believe 
that man, a combination of 100 machines as 
wonderful as the picture camera, just hap- 
pened! Do such people really think? Are 
not such nearly “all mouth to talk, and no 
brain to think?” 

But there is another kind of seeing be- 
sides this natural. We are dual beings, 
have a soul as well as a body. And our soul 
must see as well, as the body. Our natural 
eyes are the organs of sight for the body; 
how does the soul see? It can’t see spir- 
itual things; it is totally blind. But as Je- 
sus gave natural light, so He can give spir- 
itual sight. The soul’s eye is faith, and 
this God gives if we want it.
